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Tb« oarly art of Southoaat Aala raflectli tho raligiouff and eoMaanrclal actlvlty 
e£ Eaatara Xodla frcm about tbe tblrd to tbc taath cantorlea* Bud^lam and 
Hlndulan, tbe Gupta ftyle of Northern India and the eoaparable atyles of South 
India and CeyloUji detentlaed the appearance of Burnate^ pre*Tbal, early 
Caabodlan and Javanese rellgloue sculpture. In general, tbe earlier the piece, 
tbe closer it is to the doodnantly sensuous, flouiag and organic styls of its 
I^ian prototypes. Many of the early bronsa examples fro« "Farther India” 
reveal thair still provincial origin; Iwt a few lasiges achieve an integrated 
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re-|hrasing of Indian styla with native overtones. Tbe standing Buddha, with 
his hands in the ttmchln® gesture known as vitarka nudra. is an appealing 
figure vdtose widely apaced eyes, inroad noae and staaewhat thick lips attest to 
its origins in what is now Southern Thailand. The HSn peoples, stiimilatsd hy 
Indict sadgrents, had established there the great Dvsrayati Kingdom from about 
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the sixth to the eleventh ceaturies. Ihxrit^ this period, before the cooing of 

the TiMi peoples frtMat the Nordi, numerous Buddhist aonuiaents, enriched with 
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sculptures in stone, stucco and bronze, were constructed, Chie their 

beautiful products was this brcmse, probably a private loage, in tbe character'*
